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Continuation of 1 1 :Suzuki teaches an ink jet recording element that has the same structure as claimed by the applicant that includes a 
support made of paper or cloth based materials. The ink jet recording element also includes components used to protect against damage 
from ozone. The examiner maintains that it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
have selected from known ozone resistant additives used in the prior art to protect a printable recording medium. Whereas Suzuki includes 
a support made of paper or cloths protected from ozone by Mg and SCN ions, Lofquist uses metal salts of sulfonated polystyrene to protect 
printable nylon from ozone damage. A person of ordinary skill would have selected from known additives used to protect paper or cloth 
based materials against ozone damage which would have included the materials of Lofquist used to protect nylon (a type of cloth material). 
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
